“PEACEFUL” REVOLUTION 


If there remained any doubt in 
the minds of the Canadian people 
as to what the C.C.F, stood for, 
surely it should be dispelled by a 
statement made by J. S. Woods- 
worth, head of the organization, in 
February, 1933, declared the speak- 
er. Mr. Woodsworth had defined 
both bodies as being of a new social 
order, Communism was striving to 
reach its goal with the use of vio- 
lence.

“The C.C.F. platform is the 
U.F.A. platform, and the latter is 
now officially affiliated with the 
former. Premier Brownlee must 
either represent the U.F.A. or the 
C.C.F., or both. If he does not, then 
he has no mandate, and certainly 
should resign,” he continued, 


GOVT “BUCK PASSING” 


He called down the provincial 
cabinet ministers for refusing to 
come out in the open and_ state 
their stand on C.C.F. principles. 
Even as far back as 1931 the U.F.A, 
had gone on record that the C.C.F. 
was its final objective. “The U.F.A 
party and Premier Brownlee ate 
committed to a_ socialistic pro- 
gram,” he averred. 

Since the government had inti- 
mated its socialistic objectives as 
far back as 1931, why had it not} 
taken steps in this direction since 
that time? The Brownlee govern- 
ment was simply “passing the 
buck” as far as the C.F.C, program 
was concerned, It claimed it had 
not the power to introduce such} 
principles. It claimed this was a 
federal question. But Mr. Van Al- 
len believed that the province had} 
the necessary powers as far as the 
majority of the planks in the C.C.F. 
platform were concerned. 

“The government wants to cram 
socialism down the throats of our 
children -whether we believe in it 
or,not. If we have this today, then 
we may expect state religion to- 
morrow,” the speaker stated. 

“A vote for any U.F.A. or Labor 
candidate is a vote to give Mr 
Brownlee a mandate to put into| 
effect the economic socialized order} 
I have explained,” Mr. Van Allen! 
told his héarers, 


IMMEDIATE RELIEF NEED 


What the people of Canada want- 
ed more than anything else was 
immediate relief from the load they 
were carrying through the depres-| 
sion, The C.C.F. could not offer 
this relief, since it would be at} 
least 25 years before the Federa- 
tion could be set up by constitu- 
tional means. In order to come} 
into full power it would have to} 
get a majority in the federal gov- 
ernment and each of the provincial 
governments, “and that is a thing 
which has never been accomplish- 
ed since Confederation,” remarked 
the speaker. 

Before the C.C.F., or its synony- 
term, socialism, could gain 
complete control, senators would 
have to be displaced, According to 
the constitution, senators held their 
posts till death, Mr. Van Ailen re- 
minded the audienee, 

Oyitlining the objectives of the 
Dominion Liberal forces, Mr, Van 
Allen said they were: (1) Review 
of the existing currency and bank- 
tuptcy laws and the establishment 
of a publicly-controlled central | 
banking system; (2) customs tariff 
reductions and the removal of pres- | 
ent tariff barriers set up by the! 
Bennett government; (3) program 
of public works; (4) setting up of an 
investment board “to prevent fin- 
ancial pirates from raiding the poc- 
kets of the people by fake stock 
promotions.” 

W. R. Howson, Liberal leader in 
the provincial house, was striving | 
for: (1) Re-organization of the} 

rovincial government and the re- 

uction of the public debt and tax- 

ation; (2) Re-organization of the 
telephone system; (3) continuation 
of unemployment relief and partic- 
ipation in a national unemployment 
scheme as soon as possible; (4) bal- 
ancing of the budget; (5) re-organ- 
ization of the educational institu- 
tions.

Turning to the young woman, the 
official said, “Your father is ready 
to take care of you if you go back. 
You will not be taken care of in 
Edmonton any longer.

CURTAILMENT DIDN’T PAY 

The products of Alberta farms last year 
were $113,000,000. That 
amount of money the farmers received, with 
which to support their families, pay taxes and 
debts, and use as working capital to carry on 
their operations through the present season. 

Production during the year was heavily cur- 
tailed. The grasshoppers and drought “cur- 
tailed” the wheat crop 75,000,000 bushels, com- 
pared with the crop of the preceding year. But 
that did not boost the farm income. The in- 
come was $19,000,000 less, despite larger receipts 
for dairy products and meat animals 

The Federal and Provincial Governments 
should ponder these facts before they commit 
themselves to a still further curtailment of 
wheat production this year. It sounds well to 
tell the farmer he would be better off if he grew 
half as much wheat and sold it for double the 
price. But who is going to guarantee that he 
will get double the price, or any higher price, 
if he grows less wheat? He grew less last year 
and came out $19,000,000 worse off than if he 
had reaped a full crop.

While the Austrian bachelor Hitler is urging 
others to increase the population of Nazi Ger- 
many, it’s interesting to recall that it was an- 
other Austrian bachelor, the Abbe Mendal, to 
whom tle world is indebted for most of what 
it knows about the laws of heredity. The Men- 
delian theory laid the scientific foundation for 
recent work that scientists have been doing on 
chromosones and genes in seeking to discover 
the secrets and Jaws of heredity. 

Prior to Mendel's time, the common assump- 
tion was that a child “took after” its father or 
mother or both in varying proportions. Where 
a child was unlike its mother or reputed father, 
it was an occasion for wonderment if not for 
the tongues of scandal. Many very cruel and 
unjust suspicions have been allowed to harass 
innocent parents, even in recent times, by those 
unfamiliar with the vagaries ef inheritance. 

Mendel grew sweet peas’ in his monastery 
garden. When he cross-fertilized white with 
red, he didn’t get pink. He found that about 
25 per cent of the resulting flowers were red, 
25 per cent white and 50 per cent mottled. The 
white remained white in successive plantings, 
the red remained red, but the mottled did not 
remain mottled. About 25 per cent reverted to 
white, 25 per cent to red and the remainder 
mottled. Through each generation as he planted 
the mottled seeds, he found the same propor- 
tionate reversion to white and red. From this 
and more elaborate experiments he elaborated 
his theory of the dominant ancestor. 

When you see a child in your own or your 
friend’s family who can't be placed by compari- 
son with living ancestors, it’s a case of a dom- 
inant ancestor from way back asserting him or 
herself. Sometimes it results in obvious throw- 
backs; at other times the blending of qualities 
of remote ancestors—like the beautiful results 
of experiments in cross-fertilizing variegated 
colored flowers—produces a genius in mind or 
a paragon of beauty. 

Dr. John Belling, cytologist of the Carnegie 
Institute of Washington in a recent bulletin of 
that body, announces that he has succeeded in 
seeing, counting and photographing the genes 
in the chromosone of the cells of a lily. Once 
more man may learn the secrets of his own 
body through the functioning of a flower. The 
growth processes in plant and animal life are 
similar. 

Never before had anyone seen a gene. They 
had been postulated by biologists, just as the 
atom was postulated by chemists, because it was 
necessary to infer the existence of such a crea- 
tion to account for the phenomena observed, 
Lilies are used by Dr. Belling because in them 
the essential structures are more widely separ- 
ated than in other plants. He takes the anthers 
(the pollen-bearing parts) when they are ripe, 
dissects them, presses qut the mother cells on 
glass and instantly kills them with chemicals 
to prevent them from fusing. 

So exact and delicate is the work that 
though the cell measures less than one four- 
hundredth of an inch in diaméter, it is possible 
in his photographs to count and see 2200 differ- 
ent bodies. These are the genes, believed to 
be the ultimate units of the inheritance 
mechanism. 


Two factors account for all our characters 
and differences. One is heredity; the other 
environment. Environment is the sum total of 
all the influences upon heredity. Heredity is 
the sum total of all the internal factors in de- 
velopment. The marvels of heredity are appar- 
ent to all. The chromosones and genes may yet 
be made to yield up the secret of their marvel- 
lous functioning. 

One disclosure that will give thought to 
those familiar with the electronic theory and 
the structure of the atom, is that, according to 
Dr. Belling, the minute cell of the chromosone 
with its 3000 paired genes, is suggestive of a 
universe containing 3000 stars. 


The ultra microscope—invented at first for 
glass laboratories—may receive improvements 
and multiplications as a result of Dr. Belling’s 
work. Man never stands still. On Sunday last, 
at Corning, N.Y., workmen started to pour the 
glass for the new 200-inch lens for the Cali- 
fornia Institute of Technology Observatory, It 
will take ten months to cool—there is 100 tons 
of it—and three years to grind, but when erett- 
ed will bring the moon to within 26 miles of the 
earth, and enable observers to see far beyond 
the present boundaries of the universe. 

In everything except in the art of how to 
avoid want in the midst of plenty, mankind 
seems able to overcome difficulties by searching, 
and by opening the door to wider knowledge 
and liberties

Other substances rich in vitamin D are: Cod 
Haliver oil, Viosterol, any one of 
which may prove helpful if there is a marked 
lack of vitamin b where it is not possible to 
get the vitamin by sunbaths or some other 
means, For some unknown reason, certain fish 
have the power to manu- 
facture this vitamin’ even 
without sunlight — something 
which the human body can- 
not do. 

In the cod, 
especially rich in the oil 
which contains vitamin D. 
This vitamin occurs in con- 
siderable quantity in the body 
oils of New Foundland her- 
ring, the California sdrdine, 
Dr. F. McCoy and salmon. Those peoples 
‘who live on a fish diet, such as the Icelanders, 
and who also secure a limited amount of sun- 
light, do not have rickets as they seem to get 
enough vitamin D from the fish to prevent it. 
Egg yolk is a common food rich in vitamin D, 
and thétamount of this vitamin which may be 
present can be increased by feeding the hens 
a Special diet, or by exposing them to sunlamps 
providing ultra-violet rays. 

You can also secure vitamin D through tak- 
ing sunbaths. However, weather conditions, 
working conditions, smoke, and lack of a suit- 
able place may make it hard for everyone to 
get sunbaths regularly, and therefore man has 
invented artificial sunlight as given us by sun- 
lamps. They are also called ultra-violet ray 
lamps. This is the same kind of equipment used 
to irradiate the yeast fed to cows in producing 
“Vitamin D Milk.” However, in the case of the 
milk, the ultra-violet ray lamps are turned on 
the food, and in the case of the humans, the 
rays are allowed to directly strike the skin. 


Many different types of sunlamps have been 
worked out suitable for home use so that you 
can take these ultra-violet ray treatments at 
home where the full benefits are gained by 
avowing the light to shine over the entire body. 
The same lamp is also supplied in a far more 
powerful form to be used in a doctor's office. 
In my own experience, I have been successful 
in curing rickets by the use of such a powerful 
lamp, in another case, it might be best to use 
Vitamin D Milk, and conditions, such as in 
anemia and in skin disorders such as acne, 
eczema, athlete's foot, dermatitis, herpetiformis, 
and also in many other disorders. 


I have mentioned all of these different ways 
of getting vitamin D hoping that from among 
the list, you will find some suggestion which 
will prove helpful to you. In one case, it might 
be wisest to use the sunlamps, in another case, 
it might be best to use Vitamin D Milk, and 
those who live In the country where it is not 
too cold for sunbaths may find that natural 
sunbaths offer them the best method of secur- 
ing vitamin D. In some cases where the patient 
lives in the far north, it may be necessary to use 
some preparation, such as cod liver oil. The 
problem of securing vitamin D is the hardest 
to solve at this time of year, and one good 
thing to remember is that when the sun returns 
next summer, it will not be so important for 
you to consider whether or not lack of vitamin 
D has a great deal to do with your health prob- 
lem or with the health of your children.

QUESTION—From Mrs. K. M., Columbus, 
Ohio: “What would you suggest for my son 
who has such a bad breath that he is sensitive 
about it. He is also underweight and complains 
of a bad taste in his throat.” 

ANSWER—It may be that your son’s bad 
breath is due to catarrh of the throat, or it 
might be due to some form of stomach trouble 
or to constipation. I want you to write to me 
again. Please please give me more of the facts 
about his case, and be sure to tell me how much 
underweight he is, also whether he notices any 
mucus in the throat. 

QUESTION—Mrs, P. T. of White Plains, 
N.Y., writes: “I have one ailment which I do 
not seem to be able to overcome, and this is a 
faulty elimination. I have had my trouble all 
my life.” 

ANSWER—In the average case, faulty elim- 
ination can be overcome through using a cor- 
rect diet and taking plenty of exercises. Until 
such time as the intestines empty regularly, I 
Suggest the use of the enema. In those cases 
where these common sense suggestions do not 
achieve successful results, it will be found that 
there is some abnormal condition present which 
interfering with the passage of wastes 
through the intestines. Such a condition might 
be due to adhesions, kinks, prolapsus, or to a 
Spastic contraction of the colon.

A Day in Canadian History 


WHEN JOE HOWE FOUGHT A 
DUEL 


On this date, in 1840, Joseph 
Howe, the great editor and Re- 
form leader, of Nova Scotia, 
fought a duel at Halifax. Perhaps 
it would be more correct to say 
“participated in a duel” for Howe 
did not actually fight. He fired 
his pistol in the air after his op- 


ponent had fired and missed. He 
had received a challenge from 
John C, Haliburton, son of Sir 


Brenton, the chief justice of Nova 
Scotia, who asserted that Howe 
had reflected upon his father 
Howe wes not bellicose. He had 
proven that before when in 1839 
he had received a challenge from 
W. J. Atmon, artierwards MP. 
and senator, who complained that 
the editor had in a speech in the 
Assembly made use of “insulting 
and abusive language” regarding 
Dr. Almon, senior. Howe replied 
that Almon, senior must first apol- 
ogize; but as that apology was not 
given young Almon sent a for- 
mal challenge and named his sec- 
ond, Howe was ready to follow 
the challenge to the end, but 
friends intervened, and so the 
duel never took place. Years 
later Howe and Almon sat to- 
gether in the House of Commons

THE “ANTI” VIEWPOINT 


(From The Magazine of 
Wall Street) 

If the President has his way, as 
there is every likelihood of his 
having, the United States will set 
up a two-billion-dollar “equaliza- 
tion” fund for the purpose, among 
other things, of maintaining the 
dollar's present value in foreign 
exchange. Yet, there are many 
eminent economists both here and 
abroad who contend that even a 
60-cent dollar is ridiculously un- 
dervalued and that it will not be 
long before the fund runs into 
serious trouble, If one can assume 
that a 60-cent dollar is too low, 
then it is not difficult to see how 
the trouble will come about. With 
the dollar undervalued, there will 
be atendency for our export trade 
to increase, thereby causing an al- 
ready unbalanced demand for dol- 
lars to become further unbalanced. 
In order to supply the necessary 
number of dollars to keep the ex- 
changes stable, our fund will have 
to part with them. In return it 
can only receive two things: (1) 
gold, (2) foreign currencies. Is 
there enough gold. Two principal 
sources of suppiy are Paris and 
London. Should our equalization 
fund operate on Paris with an 
undervalued dollar, France would 
ultimately be forced off gold and 
the supply would dry up. On the 
other hand, the only gold we can 
buy in London is the newly mined 
metal come to market. We could, 
of course, under present condi- 
tions buy all of that, but whether 
it would be enough depends upon 
how much the dollar is under- 
valued, If it were not enough, our 
fund would be forced to buy cur- 
rencies in order to keep the dol- 
lar at its artificially low level and 
ultimately an enormous loss 
would be inevitable, Naturally, a 
Similar loss would be bound to oc- 
cur if we decided to leave gold 
alone and buy foreign currencies 
at the outset. This purchase of 
foreign currencies on the part of a 
government fund would be simi- 
lar in effect to our private invest- 
ments in foreign bonds made so 
freely in the good old days prior 
to 1927, 

It was our lending abroad which 
made up our balance of payments, 
kept the currencies of the rest of 
the world on a par with the dol- 
lar, and glossed over an obviously 
bad situation. Shortly after we 
stopped lending, the world went 
off gold, foreign bonds slumped 
and the world depression was 
upon is, Is our equalization fund 
going to make the same msitake 
that our private investors made 
a year or two ago?

QUEBEC BUDGET UNBALANCED 

The western provinces may feel 
that there is some excuse for their 
inability to balance their budgets 
when an old province like Quebec 
which for many years was in an 
excellent financial position, now 
finds it impossible to make ends 
meet. That does not help the wes- 
tern provinces, of course, but they 
may feel a slight consolation in 
knowing that they have company 
in their misfortune, 

Hon, Mr, Stockwell, in present- 
ing the budget in the Quebec 
legislature, reckoned on a deficit 
of $742,000 at the end of the next 
financial year, There was a deficit 
of $6,000.000 jast year, so that the 
budget statement is hailed as a 
great improvement. There has 
been a drop of $5,000,000 in the 
revenue this year. This included 
a decrease of $2,000,000 in the re- 
turns from the Liquor Commission 
and a decline of $400,000 in rey- 
enue from the gasoline tax 

To meet this situation, the Que- 
bec Government has cut expendi- 
ture, but it has not done this in 
the fashion in which it has been 
done in the western provinces. It 
has reduced expenditure where it 
could well afford to reduce it, 
There have been no cuts in the 
appropriations for education or 
public health. In the western 
provinces, all the services have 
been cut to the bone.—Winnipeg

Continuity Of Policy 
In Central Bank 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C, 


As a reason for turning the Central Bank over to private manage- 
ment, the Minister of Finance in his speech on the Central Bank Bill at 
Ottawa, gave the worst of all reasons, namely that it was desirable to 
have continuity of policy in the management of the Central Bank. This 
demonstrated that the Minister of Finance may know something; but 
nothing about a Central Bank. 

Things political and financial never permit of any continuity in 
policy. The emergency, the crisis, the war, the large crops or the small 
crops, disturbances abroad and changing conditions of industry at home, 
force the determination from time to time of a policy in accordance 
with the necessities arising from actual current events. A privatély- 
owned bank will first consider whether a proposed policy is good 
banking and next whether it will be profitable. Should it not be con- 
sidered good banking and profitable, and national necessity will be 
gently but firmly left to be dealt with through some other agency than 
the Central Bank. 

The idea of turning over financial control of the nation to a safely 
appointed, morose gentleman, with a subdued death-bed manner, who 
is responsible to no one, docs not seem to come within the distance 
flags in the sanity race. 

The presidents of the chartered banks and their representatives will 
have access to the Central Bank management every day; the members 
of the general public not at all. The influence of public opinion will 
be absent. The public needs will run a bad third to good banking and 
profit as these terms are understood by the manager of the Central 
Bank; and he will probably consider it his function to find out every- 
thing about good banking and profit; leaving the public need to Par- 
liament and the newspapers. 

In a time of reconstruction the one necesary thing to do is to keep 
a careful hold on public confidence. All the arguments of the Minister 
of Finance would lead one to believe that public confidence does not 
enter into the picture. The idea of giving bankers full access to the 
Central Bank, while carefully shutting out all influence from the force 
of public opinion, will certainly shake public confidence. The public 
wants a remedial, flexible, non-manipulated currency expansion to 
get commerce, industry and employment back to normal. This is pre- 
cisely what a privateiy-owned Central Bank will not furnish, It will

The above method of playing the 
hand is, the more normal, but the 
grand slam may as readily be made 
in another way. When West leads 
the K of clubs the declarer may 
win the trick with his Ace. Have 
dummy discard a diamond. Dummy 
may ruff a second lead of clubs. 
Have dummy lead a single round 
of diamonds. Lead a trump from 
dummy. Have dummy ruff another 
club. Have declarer pull all trumps.

EARLY TRAINING 

Now two things are noticeable. 
One is that most children do not 
go to kindergarten, and therefore, 
unless the parents realize the im- 
portance of the pre-school era and 
use judgment in their develop- 
ment, they are likely to be misun- 
derstood, The other is that our 
public school systems have until 
quite recently utterly ignored the 
fact that a child was anything but 
a machine, therefore after six he 
still had little opportunity for 
needed guidance, 

The wonder is that the world has 
done so well, This is the argument} 
of the conservatives and a good} 
one. But it is possible to stabilize 
mental content in the child and 
thereby avoid unnecessary unhap- 
piness in later years, the theory|

We never escape it} 
until we die. Therefore the child 
must have it, most likely, but we 
have over-emphasized it largely in 
the past and under-emphasized na-| 
tural self-discipline. To shape a 
child’s values so that he will come 
to know instinctively right from 
wrong, needs attention, He won't 
always, of course, and here we 


must come in and operate as the 
law he must meet later. 
The little child is full of im- 


pulses. During his pre-school and 
early school years, we should know 
something about directing rather 
than frustrating them. 

The natural place for training 
is the home. The teacher cannot 
be expected to take the place of the 
parent, and does not do so, but in 
this eulogy of the kindergarten I 
wish to show that it was the first 
to recognize the wisdom of guid- 
ance,
